learned is that everybody makes mistakes in 
selling horses. Sometimes you do right and 
sometimes you do wrong. The best you can 
hope for is a profit." 

And on Pukka Gent, Fred made a profit— 
mainly because he bought him "right" from 
the late Taylor Hardin, a fellow Virginian 
who had been his friend since childhood. 

The Kohler story is an intriguing one, if for 
no other reason than the fact that the Mid- 
dleburg (Va.) horseman looks exactly like his 
bearded twin brother Tyler who lives in Gar¬ 
rison, Md. 

Tyler is in the food brokerage business 
with offices in Laurel. Fred is a bloodstock 
agent and insurance man. He has Tyler as a 
partner in his Maryland horse transactions 
while maintaining his own office in Middle- 
burg. 

Says Tyler: "Fred and I started even as 
horse show riders, but he's gone a lot further 
with horses than I have. The reason? I guess 


Pukka Princess 
Brings Twin 
Joy To Kohlers

After winning three consecutive stakes 
during the month of August with a Mary¬ 
land-bred 3-year-old filly named Pukka 
Princess, C. Fred Kohler realizes he was a bit 
hasty in selling the filly's sire to a Texan. 

But Pukka Gent was such a problem. If he 
had had a reasonable personality, it would 
have been one thing. But the way he kept 
sending stud grooms to the hospital—well, 
until Pukka Princess came along, he didn't 
seem to be worth the hassle. 

So on July 1, Fred Kohler accepted an offer 
for the stallion from J.L. Perkins. The Texan 
isn't worried about the savage nature of the 
beast. His comment was "well, we got some 
pretty good cowboys down here." 

Meanwhile, Pukka Princess keeps win¬ 
ning races—two stakes at Monmouth (Alma 
North and Little Silver Handicap) and one at 
Atlantic City (Seashore) all during a period 
of three weeks in August. 

"I've been with horses since I was 9 years 
old," says Kohler. "And one thing I've 
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it was because Fred was always a high roller. 
He took more chances than I did." 

Whatever the reason, Fred Kohler has had 
two major Maryland-bred stakes winners 
back to back. Last year it was The Cool Vir¬ 
ginian who concluded his three seasons on 
the track with six stakes victories and 
$335,262 in purse money. Now 5, The Cool 
Virginian is a syndicate-owned stallion 
standing for a $6,500 stud fee at The Barracks 
in Virginia. 

Both Pukka Princess ($91,795) and The 
Cool Virginian were foaled at J.W.Y. Martin 
Jr.'s Worthington Farms in Glyndon. 

The primary reason for foaling his mares at 
Worthington Farms was that Pukka Gent 
stood there from the year he entered stud 
(1976) until the conclusion of the 1980 breed¬ 
ing season. He would have been at Worth¬ 
ington in 1981 had not the farm's owner and 
manager. Duck Martin, asked Fred to find a 
new hom.e for him. "He was such a prob¬ 


lem," says Martin. "The best thing I can say 
about him was he was the most superb 
breeding animal I've ever been around. 
WTien he saw the mare, nothing could possi¬ 
bly stop him. He'd break through a wall to 
get to her." 

Unraced, Pukka Gent owned a dream 
pedigree. He was by Raise a Native out of a 
mare (Gay Serenade) who produced two 
stakes winners and two stakes-placed run¬ 
ners. But unraced stallions produced by su¬ 
perb parents are hard to sell, and Pukka 
Gent never became a hot commodity while 
in Maryland. 

Delighted by Martin's decision to "expel" 
Pukka Gent was Kevin Kellar, the man who 
handled him. Kevin had a special Pukka 
Stick for the horse and a special blind hung 
outside the horse's stall. He also has scars 
from attacks which required suturing. 

"One trick he had," says the stallion 
groom, "was lowering his head and savag¬ 
ing his handler on the legs. If you went out 
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Kohler continued 

into his paddock to put a shank on him, you 
were taking your life in your own hands. The 
day (July 16, 1980) he left Worthington, my 
job got a lot easier." 

Those cowboys in Navasota, Texas will 
have their work cut out for them, no doubt 
about that. 

Fred Kohler's first stakes winner (The Cool 
Virginian) had no connection with Pukka 
Gent. He is by Icecapade out of the *Royal 
Gem II mare Virginia Jiggers. 

But Pukka Princess is Pukka Gent's 
daughter, and, like her sire, she has always 
been a handful. 

"We called her the rodeo queen when we 
broke her as a yearling," says the 54-year-old 
owner. "She dumped so many riders that we 
had to use one of those cowboy saddles on 
her. You hardly ever have to do something 
that drastic with Thoroughbred yearlings." 

But once Pukka Princess learned her les¬ 
sons, she turned out to be something special. 
Last year at 2, she won her only two races 
(both at the Meadowlands in November and 
December), and now she boasts a lifetime 
record of seven victories (four of them 
stakes) out of ten starts. Only once (when 
she incurred a knee injury in Florida) has she 
been worse than third. 

Says Fred's wife Courtney: "People who 
aren't close to racing have no idea how lucky 
a person is to come up with a good horse. 
When The Cool Virginian was winning 
stakes, I said to myself 'well, enjoy it while 
you've got it. This is your good one. You'll 
never have another one, so make the most of 
it.' 

"And now, just a year later, we've got 
Pukka Princess. 

"There's no rhyme or reason to the way 
luck runs in this business." 

Courtney and Fred have been married 
more than 30 years. They have four children 
(one boy, three girls) and three years ago 
purchased a 100-acre farm (named Bitter¬ 
sweet) in Middleburg. Two of their daugh¬ 
ters (Kerry, 27, and Kim, 26) work with the 
horses at Bittersweet. 

Altogether, Mr. and Mrs. Kohler own 25 
Thoroughbreds. Six are in training with John 
Forbes at Monmouth, another three are un- 
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raced 2-year-olds, three are yearlings, five 
are sucklings and eight are broodmares. In 
addition to half ownership of The Cool Vir¬ 
ginian, they have shares in Mount Hagen 
and Fuzzbuster. 

The fact that Fred is so deeply immersed in 
the horse business would come as a surprise 
to most of his ancestors. He was bom to be a 
silversmith, his great grandfather having 
founded the Richmond firm of John F. Kohler 
& Sons in 1859. His grandfather maintained 
the business as did his father until about 1950 
when he sold it and retired. 

Never short on money, the Kohler family 
lived in a Richmond residential area which 
was close to the Deep Run Hunt Qub. When 
Fred and Tyler were 9, they started hanging 
around the hunt club. Within two years they 
were superjocks who rode ponies in horse 
shows on an almost professional basis. 

If the twins had a difference in riding abil¬ 
ity, no one ever detected it. 

In fact, few people were able to tell them 
apart. It was always the Kohler twins do this 
and the Kohler twins do that. Together, they 
went on to become two of the East Coast's 
best riders with performances at Madison 
Square Garden and an invitation to compete 
on an Olympic equestrian team. 

They also rode point-to-point races, fox¬ 
hunted (Fred became junior master of the 
Deep Run Hunt Qub while in his teens), 
played polo and rode briefly in Texas rodeos. 

"For three years (age 14 through 16) we 
broke the yearlings at C.T. Chenery's farm. 
The Meadow," recalls Fred. "As far as abil¬ 
ity was concerned, we were exactly even." 

The boys attended the University of Rich¬ 
mond, Fred majoring in economics and Tyler 
in business. They served in the 11th Air 
Force together, both becoming sergeants. 

"We've always been extremely close," 
says Tyler, "and I remember feeling a bit left 
out when Fred married first." (Both married 
Virginia girls, Courtney coming from Rich¬ 
mond and Tyler's wife, Betsy, from Win-

Chester. Tyler and Betsy have five children, 
three girls and two boys.) 

After college, Tyler became a tobacco buy¬ 
er and Fred sold bonds. 

Neither of those careers was long-lasting. 

Tyler (perhaps following the lead of the 
twins' only sibling, John F. Kohler, now 57, 
who is a food business consultant in Ger¬ 
many) went ultimately into the food broker¬ 
age business and is now an owner of Kohler, 
Gore and Muchnick Food Brokers in Laurel. 

Fred is today the owner of the Kohler 
Bloodstock Agency of Virginia and is a rep¬ 
resentative of the American Live Stock In¬ 
surance Company. 

The twins have owned horses off and on 
since they bought a show horse named Coq's 
Stamp when they were 19. 

But after they married and their families 
began to grow, they pretty much removed 
themselves from the horse scene (after both 
becoming senior American Horse Show 
judges). 

It was in 1969 that Fred (the high roller) 
made his re-entry with the purchase of a 
broodmare named Blue Zibeline for $5,000. 
She was barren but her unraced 2-year-old, 
Ziba Blue, went on to become a stakes win¬ 
ner of $178,632—a fact which dramatically 


enhanced the value of her dam and her six 
subsequent foals. 

Other horses were bought and sold in the 
years immediately following. 

"But my next good one didn't come until 
1976," recalls Fred, "when I got Bold Fluff. 
She was in foal to ^Pronto and soared in 
value after an earlier foal (Bold Rendezvous) 
who was then a vearling went on to win 
$236,546." 

While Fred has been moving up to an elite 
strata in the horse world (his foals this year 
are by such stallions as Cyane, Silver Series, 
Run busty Run and Lt. Stevens), Tyler has 
more or less bided his time. 

"I've got a piece of a horse here and there 
with Fred," says the food broker, "but my 
inventory can't compare with his." (Tyler's 
holdings consist of a 20 per cent interest in 
the following horses which are owned 80 per 
cent bv Fred: Bold Fluff, a Cyane suckling, 
the race horse Le Grand Charles and one 
share in Mount Hagen.) 

Fred bred his mares this year to The Cool 
Virginian, ^Hawaii, Our Native, Mount Ha¬ 
gen and Run Dusty Run. Excluded was Puk¬ 
ka Gent—a fact which hurts Fred deeply. 

"But I hope those Texas people do well 
with him," adds Kohler. "One thing's for 
sure, I know they'll never forget him." □

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Raymond Archer Wins 
Two Stakes At Timonium 
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For 17 years Raymond B. Archer Jr. 
trained horses without ever saddling a 
stakes winner. Then last month his 6-year- 
old mare Artful Dart equaled a track record 
in winning Timonium's Gay Candy Hand¬ 
icap and then two weeks later captured Ti- 
monium's Pearl Necklace Handicap. 

For four years. Archer (known to his 
friends as Little Arch) had been working on 


with her. I bought out Mr. McCarron's in¬ 
terest and then she developed trouble be¬ 
hind. 

"I ended up keeping her in her stall for 12 
Tionths while she recuperated. We would 
hand-walk her daily for several minutes but 
the rest of the time she just relaxed and put 
on weight. Altogether she was away from 
the races nearly 18 months. When we

Artful Dart's problems—sometimes risking 
her in claiming races (low of $10,000 and 
high of $25,000). 

Oh, she had her problems, all right. 

Like when she came to the Bel Air (Md.) 
native at Penn National as a rank and half- 
broken 3-year-old. 

In the van ride to Penn National, where 
Little Arch is stabled, she had fallen to the 
floor of the van, panicked, and suffered 
numerous cuts and scrapes. Bleeding, sore 
and frightened, she arrived for his inspec¬ 
tion. 

"1 took one look at her and just shook my 
head," said the 38-year-old trainer. "She 
was cut up pretty bad, scared out of her wits. 
On top of all that she was only half-broke. 
We got her settled down and cleaned up and 
within a few days began ponying her. She 
was tough to break—we galloped her four 
months with a pony before we could breeze 
her. But when she worked a half in 48, I 
knew she had ability. 

"Her owner-breeder, Dan McCarron, had 
offered her to me for $1,500. When I first saw 
her, I turned him down. After she began 
working I had offers of $3,000-$4,000 for her. 

"Still he sold me half for $750. We raced her 
for about two years, making nearly $34,000 


brought her back, she worked just fine. In 
fact, she came back better than before. Age 
has helped this filly. 

"Her Timonium races were her best by far. 
Now I'm getting offers right and left but I put 
a lot of time and hard work into her, without 
investing too much money, and I'd like to 
keep her. But I did sell a half interest in her, 
when she was hurt, to Ronnie Lloyd who 
wants her for a broodmare. 

"I guess it's a nice kind of problem, having 
to decide whether or not to sell her. Truth is, 
she's probably worth more as a broodmare 
than as a race horse." 

Artful Dart is by far the best horse which 
Little Arch has owned. Some years ago he 
trained the Maryland division of Mrs. Sam¬ 
uel duPont's stable for about 18 months. He 
also has had horses for Windfields Farm. 
Their Cool Rhythm made six starts and never 
finished off the board for him before she was 
retired to the breeding shed. He was also 
assistant trainer for Mr. and Mrs. James 
Bayard when his late father, Raymond B. 
Archer Sr., was trainer. 

For most of his career. Little Arch has been 
overshadowed by the accomplishments of 
his late father and his two half-brothers— 
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Archer continued 


Bud and Dick Delp. Raymond Archer Sr. 
was leading trainer four times at the major 
tracks (Laurel, Delaware Park, Atlantic City 
and Garden State). Bud and Dick Delp, his 
half-brothers (produced from his mother's 
previous marriage), operate one of the na¬ 
tion's most successful stables. 

For eight years now Little Arch has been 
stabled at Penn National. He and his wife, 
Carlie, and their family of three (Michelle, 
16, Raymond B. Ill, 12, and Michael, 5), 
abandoned the race track gypsy life after Mi¬ 
chelle had enrolled in five different schools 
in one year. They live in a rented Annville 
(Pa.) house 10 miles from the track. Since his 
father's death last May at age 83, Little Arch 
has been busy settling the estate and plan¬ 
ning his family's eventual return to Mt. 
Soma Farm, where he and Bud and Dick 
were raised. 

During Little Arch's stay at Penn National, 
the Delps have gained international fame 
with Spectacular Bid, Truly Bound and 
others. 

"My operation is obviously a world apart 
from theirs," he said. "I have a stable of eight 
at Penn National and one at Timonium. All 
have run for a tag at one time or another. But 
I'm getting by, somehow." 

What earnings Little Arch receives in a 
good year are equaled on an average week by 
the Delp stable. Still Arch harbors no fra¬ 
ternal resentment. But he does have some 
common sense questions. 

"How can one man be trainer for 80 hors¬ 
es?" he asks, alluding to Buddy. "With all 
the phone calls and paper work to be done, a 
good paying owner would be lucky to see 
him saddle their horse before a race. But if 
that's what's expected then ..." 

Raymond Archer Jr. speaks plainly and 
puts on no airs. He is, by his own admission, 
his brothers' biggest fan, rooting for their 
horses when watching on television or in 
person. But their good fortune has had mini¬ 
mal impact on him. 

While he ponders the future of Artful 
Dart, another asset even more valuable 
awaits a decision. 

Mt. Soma Farm, located on Route 1 south 
of Bel Air, was purchased by Arch's grand¬ 


father for $15,000 ($100 an acre) in the 1930's. 
Over the years it has been diminished to 87 
acres. In the early 1960's 35 acres were lost to 
the Bel Air bypass, a road which was built 
through the farm's backbone. In more recent 
years, acreage was sold to a Chevrolet deal¬ 
ership and later, on adjacent acreage, the 
Fallston industrial park was built. Mt. Soma 
has not quartered any horses in years, al¬ 
though most of the land is fertile. A sizeable 
com crop is grown annually as well as about 
1,000 bales of hay. 

"The crops pay for the taxes," said Little 
Arch, "with very little left over." 

The old stone farm house where he grew 
up is slowly being renovated. The original 
part of the house dates back to Colonial 
times. Since then two additions have been

built. One wing of the house is rented out as 
are several house trailers on the farm. The 
old stone bank bam has not been used for 
several years. Cost of renovation would be 
prohibitive. Little Arch is thinking about 
tearing down a hay bam and building a mod¬ 
em training bam with an indoor ring. 

"The beams in those old bams are held 
together by pegs," he said. "To repair the 
slate roofs and make the stalls useful again 
would cost me a fortune. I'd prefer to spend 
that money on a new, convenient bam, rath¬ 
er than be restricted by remodeling an old 
one. If interest rates weren't 20 per cent then 
I might think about it. But I don't want to 
owe anybody anything—and now is not the 
time to start. 

"This farm is beautiful. With a little work 
put into it perhaps it can be profitable. But if 
that isn't possible then I can always sell the 
land and reinvest in another farm. 

"The future has a lot of decisions in store 
for me and my family. I hope I can do what's 
best for all of us." □ 
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Dr. Gadd 
Discusses 
Infection

This article is not about Dr. John D. 
Gadd's life. Don't even expect to read his 
exact age. 

"I spent four years in college (at the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland), four years in veterinary 
school (the University of Pennsylvania), and 
I'm no genius. So you figure it out. I'll have 
been in practice 50 years next June," remarks 
the equine practitioner whose presence is 
like an institution within the local Thor¬ 
oughbred breeding industry. 

What Dr. Gadd wants to get across to the 
horse breeding public are his own hard- 
fought professional views. How do mares 
get infected? What can be done to increase 
the probability of conception? 

Dr. Gadd's work earned him the 1979 
Practitioner Research Award of the Ameri¬ 
can Veterinary Medical Association, in rec¬ 
ognition of outstanding accomplishments in 
veterinary medical research by a practicing 
veterinarian. 

Although he has no plans to retire, the 
Cockeysville (Md.) veterinarian figures he's 
entering the "twilight zone" of his career. 
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And it's about time to tell people there's "an¬ 
other approach" to the management of 
broodmare fertility. 

Both clinical experience and research have 
convinced him that most genital tract infec¬ 
tions in broodmares are basically intestinal in 
origin. 

That is, mares become infected when bac¬ 
teria from the intestines travel the short dis¬ 
tance between the rectum and the vagina. 

Intestines contain a number of different 
kinds of bacteria which are normal and actu¬ 
ally vital to the process of digestion. Intro¬ 
duced into the genital tract, however, these 
same bacteria may become disease produc¬ 
ing. 

"In the case of coliform infections, the nor¬ 
mal flora of the intestinal tract constitutes a 
permanent massive reservoir of the offend¬ 
ing organisms," remarked Dr. Gadd and Dr. 
Horst Schirmer in a paper presented before 
the 1968 meeting of the American Associa¬ 
tion of Equine Practitioners. Dr. Schirmer, of 
the Johns Hopkins Hospital Department of 
Urology, collaborated with Dr. Gadd on re¬ 
search which provided the backbone of the 
veterinarian's philosophy. 

Dr. Gadd calls this viewpoint "one of as¬ 
cending infection." Those who would dis¬ 
agree with him generally believe that the 
genital infection was carried through the 
mare's blood stream or lymph system. 

For supporting evidence. Dr. Gadd refers 
to a study he and Dr. Schirmer conducted in 
1968. Sixteen infected mares were found to 
be carrying identical bacteria (the same sero¬ 
type of coli organism) simultaneously in the 
cervix and rectum. 

Within the past four years, working with 
cytotechnologist Bland Jensen from the 
Sloan-Kettering Institute of New York, Dr. 
Gadd has done studies which identify the 
same protozoa simultaneously in the rectum 
and feces and the cervical-vaginal secre¬ 
tions. 

Dr. Gadd goes on to outline approaches to 
the treatment of chronically infected mares. 

Efforts may be made to eradicate all the 
bacteria from the genital tract, using differ¬ 
ent antibiotics. The drawback of this ap¬ 
proach is that more resistant strains of bac- 
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Dr. Gadd continued 

teria may predominate, to the point where 
the veterinarian is fighting antibiotic warfare 
within the mare's body. And there's a real 
possibility the bacteria may win. Dr. Gadd 
cites instances where veterinarians trying 
this method have run through the whole 
store of antibiotics only to end up with a 
fungus infection. 

Dr. Gadd favors suppression. "Suppres¬ 
sion in contrast to eradication means simply 
a more selective lowering of the bacteria so 
that the mare's own natural resistance or 
defense mechanisms will be more effective 
in fighting the infection," he says. 

In relatively severe, select cases. Dr. Gadd 
uses surgery, along with non-absorbable 
sulfonamides to treat infected mares. 

Vaginaplasty, commonly known in Mary¬ 
land as "Dr. Gadd's deep suture operation," 
was developed by the local veterinarian in 
1946. (Interestingly, Dr. Gadd had done a 
number of deep suture operations before his 
research brought him the ascending infec¬ 
tion view. He began doing this operation to 
control mares' windsucking. Later, his work 
with Dr. Schirmer and others "enhanced his 
confidence in the efficacy of vaginaplasty.") 

In this procedure, the surgeon dissects 
and peels back about six inches of the mu¬ 
cous membrane which lines the top part of 
the mare's vagina, then cuts about a two- 
inch V-shaped wedge out of the center of the 
membrane. As the two edges of the wedge 
are stitched together, the membrane is 
drawn down, narrowing the opening within 
the vaginal canal. 

This surgical blockage makes it much more 
difficult for bacteria to pass through the va¬ 
gina into the cervix and uterus, explains Dr. 
Gadd. 

Over the years he's performed deep su¬ 
ture operations on about 100 mares. So great 
is his confidence that he's done a number of 
mares twice. "If the mare doesn't respond 
the first time I'll operate again and close her 
up more," he says. "I have that much faith in 
this procedure." 

Between 1972 and 1975, Dr. Gadd used 
vaginaplasty on 47 mares; 33 became preg¬ 
nant, three did not conceive until the follow¬ 
ing year, and 14 remained barren. 
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Among his prerequisites for surgery are 
barrenness for two or more years, extreme 
relaxation of the perineal region, pooling of 
urine on the vaginal floor, presence of a large 
number of pus cells and positive cultures. 

"Diagnosis is the all-important thing. 
Treatment often suggests itself," empha¬ 
sizes Dr. Gadd, in stating his approach. 

Going back to his main view of ascending 
infection. Dr. Gadd sets forth a definite pro¬ 
cedure that he believes all veterinarians must 
follow to determine a mare's breeding 
soundness. 

To insure that a mare's breeding is closely 
timed to the rupture of the follicle, most 
broodmares are examined one to three times 
each heat period. The veterinarian feels the 
mare's ovaries, by rectal examination, and 
gives a fairly accurate pronouncement on the 
ripeness of the follicle. 

In Dr. Gadd's view, the procedure should 
always be taken a few steps further. The 
veterinarian should always do a vaginal ex¬ 
amination with a speculum to see if there is 
any inflammation or other sign of infection. 
Then a smear of cells should be obtained 
from the front end of the sterile Davis spec¬ 
ulum and placed on a clean slide to be ex¬ 
amined later under a microscope. 

"Without a vaginal examination and 
smear for abnormal cells many infections 
may be missed," explains Dr. Gadd. "I be¬ 
lieve in a vaginal examination and vaginal 
smear every time the mare is appraised for 
follicle development. 

"It has been my experience that a smear is 
more accurate for detecting infection than a 
culture," adds Dr. Gadd. He cultures each 
mare at the beginning of the heat period. 

One vaginal appraisal in each heat period 
is not even enough, according to Dr. Gadd. 
Sometimes mares will appear clean in the 
early days of the heat period, and signs of 
inflammation by increased pus cells will 
show up on the third or fourth day. 

After 50 years as veterinarian. 
Dr. Gadd continues to pursue his own 
theories about broodmare fertility. 
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As long as the speculum is sterile, he be¬ 
lieves no harm will come from two or three 
vaginal speculum examinations per oestral 
cycle. 

A significant footnote to E>r. Gadd's find¬ 
ings is the fact that throughout his career he 
has worked closely with the human medical 
profession. 

When Dr. Gadd set to work on a speculum 
that might enlarge the field of operation dur¬ 
ing broodmare gynecological surgery, it was 
Dr. Albert Milan, an obstetrician-gynecolo¬ 
gist at the Union Memorial Hospital in Balti¬ 
more, who helped create the design. A re¬ 
port on the Gadd-Milan speculum is in¬ 
cluded in the 1980 proceedings of the AAEP. 


And there are many similar examples. 

"I would be remiss if I didn't express my 
appreciation to those of the Johns Hopkins 
Medical School and Hospital," notes the vet¬ 
erinarian. "Every time I've had an idea or 
needed help or moral support I've found 
someone there. 

"In fact, it meant a lot to me recently when 
one of the Hopkins doctors told me to keep 
on with what I'm doing. 'Don't stop. I know 
what you're doing,' he told me. He said 
those other boys are approaching (infection) 
from one direction and I'm approaching it 
from another. And someday we'll meet in 
the middle." □

Familes in Racing 

Harold Snyder And Son David 
Foresee An Electronic Future

Horse players are shuffling to the zvindozvs, 
their noses buried in folded-over Racing Forms. 

The air is thick zvith cigar smoke and beer. You can 
feel the tension inside the Pimlico grandstand as 
teleznsion monitors shozv the field lining up in the 
gate. 

Outside the big plate glass zvindozv, hozvez^er, 
the race track itself lies emptxf and still. Not a 
horse is in sight. 

A blessing of modem technology, this after¬ 
noon at the races is coming in live from Bowie 
Race Course. 


International Sound Company president 
Harold Snyder believes Maryland will have 
Other Track Wagering within a few years, 
along with satellite transmissions of stakes 
races and widespread use of videotape in 
buying and selling horses. 

And if that's not enough to dazzle you, 
there are more futuristic possibilities on the 
horizon. 

The 58-year-old executive is sitting in his 
modish Pikesville office talking about magic. 
Electronic impressions on magnetic tape. 
Videotape. Magic. 

Harold Snyder's niche in life developed 
out of the union between videotape and 
Maryland racing. His company owns and 
operates the audio-visual systems at all the 
local tracks, an agreement that has been in 
effect ever since Mr. Snyder installed the 
first videotaping equipment here in 1964. 

Now his only son—23-year-old David— 
works at International Sound as his full-time 
second in command. 

Their family business presents a reassur¬ 
ingly human element in the midst of expand¬ 
ing technology. 
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Without the insistence of the U.S. Air 
Force, Harold Snyder would never have 
studied electronics, an irony that may have 
helped him stay humble all these years. 

One of six children of a Pikesville tailor, 
Mr. Snyder entered the Air Force immedi¬ 
ately after graduating from Forest Park High 
School. Those were World War II years, and 
Mr. Snyder found himself repairing radios 
and other electronic equipment on aircraft. 
He got out of the service after three and a half 
years with brand-new marketable skills. 

For a while Harold Snyder worked in the 
service department of the Hecht Company, 
then he started his own appliance repair bus¬ 
iness. He also took a series of courses at local 
technical schools. 

His cousin. Bill King, owned the film pa¬ 
trol and introduced Mr. Snyder to racing. In 
1959 Mr. Snyder landed his first big race 
track contract— a closed circuit television 
and sound system at Pimlico. The next year 
Mr. Snyder incorporated under the name 
International Sound Company, because 
sound was the major item in those days. He 
has concentrated on race track work ever 
since. 
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"The first time I ever saw videotape (in 
about 1960), I knew that had to be right for 
racing," says Mr. Snyder. "It's instant. Not 
like a camera that takes pictures with film. 
The film has to be developed. Videotape 
means the images are electronically recorded 
on magnetic tape and they can be played 
back right away. 

"But it took me a few years to convince the 
race tracks. They could see film was working 
fine, and this meant putting in a whole new 
system. Now I don't think there's a race track 
in the country that uses film." 

Mr. Snyder installed his first videotape 
system at Waterford Park in 1963. Bowie 
converted the next year, and the other local 
tracks immediately followed. 

Of course modifications have been signif¬ 
icant since then. Slow motion was intro¬ 


duced into Maryland racing last year. This 
year Freestate provided 10 inch color moni¬ 
tors at every dining room table, and Mr. Sny¬ 
der foresees an expansion of that innovation 
in Maryland soon. Past milestones have in¬ 
cluded the changeover from black and white 
to color, and the availability of extra-large 
television screens. 

From Mr. Snyder's vantage point, there 
are subtle, constant changes in equipment. 
"It takes everything we have to keep up with 
all the new developments," he remarks. 
"The state of the art is changing so rapidly. 
Equipment is becoming smaller and more 
sophisticated all the time." 

International Sound Company's challenge 
is to keep up with changes in the electronics 
field, and then adapt the equipment to rac¬ 
ing. 
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Snyder continued 

''All of bur equipment is done over—mod¬ 
ified—^by our engineers, for race track pur¬ 
poses," explains Mr. Snyder, who rarely 
works with the equipment himself any more. 

His company employs 45 electronics peo¬ 
ple "and that's everything from cameramen 
to engineers," plus five office workers. 

David, who graduated from George 
Washington University in 1979 with a major 
in finance and is working toward a master's 
degree in business administration from Loy¬ 
ola College, has taken over a good share of 
his father's book and paper work. 

Proudly, Mr. Snyder says this has left him 
with more time to devote to his favorite part 
of the business—visiting the races, talking to 
people, making sure everything works. "I'm 
not interested in retiring, because I'd just 
end up at the race track every day anyway. 
But I'm letting David take on more and more 
of the responsibility," concedes Mr. Snyder. 

In addition to Maryland, International 
Sound serves five out-of-state flat tracks, 
four harness tracks and Fair Hill. Conse¬ 
quently, the Snyders have gotten used to 
traveling. 

"Our children grew up going to Waterford 
Park like it was the most routine thing," says 
Mr. Snyder. In addition to David, he and his 
wife Marcia have three daughters: Maxine 
(Mrs. Bernard Gordon), now 34 with two 
children of her own; Robin (Mrs. Arthur 
Kaplan), 30, with one child; and Debra, 16, a 
student at Pikesville Senior High School. 

David started out helping his father in the 
company as a teenager, and all of the chil¬ 
dren grew up with close contact to their fath¬ 
er's work. "My wife was in the business from 
the beginning," explains Mr. Snyder. "She's 
still secretary-treasurer, but she's less in¬ 
volved now. She still goes to all the conven¬ 
tions and knows everybody in racing." 

Mr. and Mrs. Snyder live in suburban 
Pikesville and their children all took lessons 
at a nearby riding establishment, but no one 
in the family could be called a horseman.

To avoid conflict of interest, Mr. Snyder 
never even considered owning a racehorse. 
But now he's on the brink of investing in a 
Kinderhill Farm syndicate in New York. 
This venture would be like investing in the 
stock market: the Snyders would make no 
decisions regarding the horses, but they'd 
have the thrill of watching their "stock" rise 
and fall. 

Just about every aspect of racing seems to 
give Mr. Snyder some pleasure. 

"There's a lot of fellowship, family spirit, 
involved in racing, which is one of the rea¬ 
sons I enjoy it," remarks Mr. Snyder. 

"And I wonder if most people realize that 
the race tracks are spending thousands of 
dollars a day to make racing an honest sport. 
That's what videotaping is for—security. No 
other sport has this. But when the horses are 
out there running, every inch of the track is 
recorded." 

Maryland tracks have more camera loca¬ 
tions than any other tracks on the East Coast, 
according to Mr. Snyder. 

He believes that almost all future innova¬ 
tions in racing will make use of television. 
"TV is the main way to keep people coming 
to the tracks year-round, by keeping them 
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comfortable inside the buildings," he elabo¬ 
rates. 

Space satellites, which pick up messages 
from one spot on earth and transmit them to 
another, will soon make an impact on racing, 
he believes. 

"The capabilities do not exist now, but one 
day a satellite channel will be set aside for 
racing. Then we'll be able to take a special 
race and send it up there. Anyone who 
wants to can pay for it and rebroadcast the 
race at another track. If it's controlled, this 
could bring big time racing to small tracks. If 
it's not controlled it could put the little tracks 
out of business. 

"But this is the way it's going to be, wheth¬ 
er we like it or not. It could happen in 1982 or 
1983." 


Televisions and computers are here today 
to allow Other Track Wagering, adds Mr. 
Snyder. "All we need is the legislation. And 
it's certainly going to happen. With the price 
of gas and transportation, it will offer many 
advantages." 

Instead of taking pictures of horses for 
sale, owners will videotape their horses and 
send the ^apes out to prospective buyers, he 
projects. 
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Videotapes are already an excellent racing 
tool, he explains. "A good trainer can study a 
tape of a horse running and pick out things 
you can't believe. Studying tapes can defi¬ 
nitely help improve a horse." 

Film will become all but obsolete as home 
recorders grow smaller and more acceptably 
priced, he predicts. "It's all happening very 
fast." □

What's New 
in Maryland 


Ross Pearce 

Ross Pearce saddled his first stakes winner 
last month when Current Blade won Mon¬ 
mouth Park's $35,000 Rumson Handicap at 
odds of 27-1. 

The young Marylander began his race 
track career as a steeplechase rider, and, un¬ 
til retiring, ranked among the country's best. 
He is one of four trainers employed by 
Thomas M. Eyans' Buckland Farm, the 
others being John Campo (Pleasant Colony), 
O'Donnell Lee and John Parisella. 

Current Blade, owned and bred by Buck- 
land Farm, is a 3-year-old by Little Current 
out of Bright Machete by The Axe 11. He won 
Monmouth's mile and a sixteenth grass race 
by three lengths oyer Grey Tiger. 

Ross, who is in his mid 20's, is the son of 
blacksmith Dayid Pearce and Judy Compton. 

New Eligibility Rule 

A new eligibility rule for Maryland's major 
tracks has been adopted for the 1982 season, 
beginning at Bowie Race Course. 

The change follows the upgrading of the 
Bowie daily programs which calls for a min¬ 
imum $4,0(30 claiming price for the fall meet¬ 
ing, Sept. 8 - Oct. 19. The eligibility regula¬ 
tion resulted following a meeting of Edmund 
A. O'Brien, representing the Horsemen's 
Beneyolent & Protectiye Association (Mary¬ 
land, Delaware, West Virginia diyision) and 
track executiyes Alyin A. Karwacki (Bowie), 
Kenneth A. Schertle (Laurel) and Chick 
Lang (Pimlico). 

The eligibility rule reads as follows: 


"Bowie, Laurel and Pimlico will not accept 
entries for any horse which has started for a 
claiming price of less than $3,(X)0 unless said 
horse has won for a claiming price of $3,000 
or more, since starting for less than $3,000. 
Entries will not be accepted for any horse 
which has not been first, second or third in 
its last 10 starts since starting for a claiming 
price of $4,000 or less. (Starter and optional 
claiming races will be considered claiming 
races in determining eligibility under any of 
the aboye rules.)" 

Ad van To Stud 

Helen Polinger reyeals that her good 
stakes-winning 7-year-old horse Adyan will 
be retired at the end of this year and stand at 
stud in 1982 at her Polinger Farm in Olney for 
a liye foal fee of $1,000. 

Adyan, a son of Adyocator, won Pimlico's 
$50,000 Riggs Handicap this year and in 1980 
captured the $50,000 San Jacinto Handicap at 
Santa Anita. His earnings exceed $139,000. 

In its annual awards for Maryland-bred 
champions, the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association honored Adyan for being the 
best state-bred turf horse of the 1980 racing 
season. 

Foaled and raised at Polinger Farm, Adyan 
is out of the ’^Cayan mare Cayasaba. Cayasa- 
ba is a half-sister to three stakes winners— 
Jacasaba ($37,822), Conesaba ($82,135) and 
Down First ($82,135). 

Adyan's sire is among America's best stal¬ 
lions, haying ranked 23rd on the national list 
in 1980. The son of Round Table stands in 
Kentucky at Gainesway Farm for a fee of 
$ 10 , 000 .' 
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Bollinger Cup 

Bollinger Champagne has launched a 
long-term program in support of American 
steeplechasing with the creation of the Bol¬ 
linger Cup, to be presented this winter to the 
best all-round jockey. 

The award will go to the jockey who ac¬ 
cumulates the most points during the 1981 
steeplechase season. A dinner and awards 
ceremony is planned for the National Stee¬ 
plechase & Hunt Association in December, 
at which time the Bollinger Cup winner will 
be named. 

Bollinger kicked off its steeplechase pro¬ 
gram this spring as sponsor of a race at Fair 
Hill. 

In England, Bolinger has a long history of 
steeplechase involvement. Each year, Bol¬ 
linger awards a trophy to the best all-round 
amateur horseman. 

The U.S. program is intended to extend 
the favorable association Bollinger enjoys 
with steeplechasing in the United Kingdom. 

Quartermaster's Daughters 

Dynamo Dotty, owned and bred by Dud¬ 
ley Skinker, is establishing herself as one of 
the year's top Maryland-bred 2-year-old fil¬ 
lies with two stakes placings in addition to a 
ten-length victory at Pimlico in July. 

The filly is from the second crop of the 
young Buckpasser stallion Quartermaster 
who stands at the Bamesville Thoroughbred 
Farm in Boyds. In addition to being by Buck- 
passer, the well-bred 9-year-old stallion is 
out of the Bold Ruler mare Queen of the 
Stage who is a sister to Reviewer and two 
other stakes winners. 
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Dynamo Dotty, who is out of the Spin 
mare Darspin, finished third at Delaware 
Park to Linda North in the Blue Hen in late 
July. She was beaten only three-quarters of a 
length by the $525,000 E.P. Taylor-owned 
Northern Dancer filly. The filly's second 
stakes placing occurred in the first division of 
Timonium's Debby's Turn Handicap last 
month. Winner of that race was Due Process 
Stable's Lumpy's Thrill. 

In addition to Dynamo Dotty, Quarter¬ 
master is the sire of Object d'Art who fin¬ 
ished third last month in Delaware Park's 
$75,000 (Grade II) Delaware Oaks. 

Object d'Art is out of the Pied d'Or mare 
Hangeroner. She had made only two starts 
this year prior to the Delaware Oaks and was 
a "ridden out" winner of both. 

The Maryland-bred 3-year-old filly is 
owned by her breeder, Jean B. Bradley. 

As of August 18, Quartermaster had out 
eight winners from 12 starters. Five of the 
eight winners scored in non-claiming 
events. 

Charlie Burr Benefit 

Timonium's jockey colony held a lawn 
partv last month following the last race on a 
weekdav program for the benefit of Charlie 
Burr, once the nation's leading rider. 

Burr was crippled during the Bowie meet¬ 
ing of 1980 when he severed his spinal cord 
in a spill which occurred in a morning work¬ 
out. 

Phil Grove, Timonium's leading jockey, 
headed the group which staged the benefit 
for Burr. Approximately 300 backstretch 
workers, jockevs and officials bought tickets 
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at $10, generating a net profit for Burr of 
nearly $2,000. 

Roasted pigs and turkeys (cooked under a 
great mound of earth) were the principal 
items in a meal which also included com on 
the cob, prepared beside the roasting pit. 

Most of the food and drink were contri¬ 
buted by local merchants, horsemen and the 
Timonium track. In addition to Grove, the 
sponsoring committee consisted of Dennis 
Kirk, Ernie Kunitake, Lisa Richardson, Joe 
McLaughlin and Donald Teague. 

Burr lives in Arkansas City, Kansas, the 
place of his birth. 

Said trainer Raymond B. Archer Jr.: 
"Charlie is paralyzed from the neck down. 
He can drive his wheel chair by using his 
chin. He can't be left alone for more than two 
hours because his body has to be shifted that 
frequentlv. He's living at his home where his 
wife takes care of him." 

Burr, 47, was America's winningest rider 
in 1951 with 310 victorious mounts. 

Right Judex In Maryland 

Brenda Shamer reports that Raymond 
Vogelman's stakes-winning stallion Right 
Judex has been returned to Maryland and 
will stand the 1982 season at her Cachgate 
Farm in Sykesville. 

Right Judex is best remembered for his 
15-length victory in Pimlico's Challedon 
Stakes in 1972. Third in that mile and a six¬ 
teenth race was Bee Bee Bee who a month 
later won the Preakness, defeating Riva 
Ridge, the odds-on favorite. 

Sired by Count Brook, Right Judex is out of 
Princess Judex by Bossuet. He will stand on a 
private contract basis. 

Sunny And Mild 

Sunny and Mild is being returned to 
Maryland after several years in New York 
and will stand the 1982 season at Barbara 
Smith's Stoney Creek Thoroughbreds in Po¬ 
tomac. 

The stakes-winning son of Assagai will be 
syndicated and stand for a live foal fee of 
$ 1 , 000 . 

Sunny and Mild, whose sire was Ameri¬ 
ca's champion turf horse in 1966, attained his 


best form as a 3-year-old, earning $109,348 
that year. His dam. Waddle, is a stakes- 
placed daughter of Native Dancer. 

Retired in time for the 1974 season. Sunny 
and Mild began his stud career at Milton 
Polinger's Polinger Farm as the property of 
Polinger and Harry Rogosin. The stallion 
was moved to New York in 1979 following 
Mr. Polinger's death. Ms. Smith recently 
purchased Sunny and Mild in a private 
transaction. At Stoney Creek Thorough¬ 
breds he will join the stallion Sea O' War 
(’^Sea Charger—Fair Bimel by Bimelech). 

Mickey Boy Dies 

Alec Bullock reported last month the death 
of his 26-year-old pensioner Mickey Boy. 
The gelded son of Colonel Mike won the 
1958 running of the now discontinued Mary¬ 
land Derby which was run at Laurel at a mile 
and a sixteenth for a purse of $15,000. Bred 
bv Mrs. George Brown Jr., Mickey Boy raced 
eight seasons, made 87 starts and won seven 
times. 

Mr. Prospector Stud 

Smokey Oso, a 5-year-old son of Mr. 
Prospector, will stand his first season at stud 
in 1982 at Martha Green's Rainbow Valley 
Farm in Lin wood. O.C. Gene Graham, 
owner of the young stallion, reports that the 
horse's fee will be $500 live foal. 

Unraced at 2, Smokey Oso was injured in 
his first start at 3. He started only one other 
time, finishing third at Keystone. 

Smokey Oso is out of the Stymie mare 
Mamma Oso who is also the dam of SW's 
Shane Prince ($201,589) and Poor Man's 
Bluff ($130,420). 

Rock'n Rollick To Stud 

Rock'n Rollick, a multiple stakes winning 
5-year-old son of Rollicking, will be retired at 
the conclusion of the 1981 season and will 
stand at stud next year at Carolyn Green's 
Green Willow Farms near Westminster. 

Winner of over $134,000, Rock'n Rollick is 
a three-quarter brother to Command Con¬ 
trol, a stakes winner of over $100,000. Both 
colts are out of Monelia, a 14-year-old 
daughter of Mongo. Monelia's dam is stakes- 
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winning Mile. Dianne ($137,877). Mile. Di¬ 
anne produced stakes winner M'lle. Cyanne 
($116,675) and stakes-placed Sunny Lad, 
Double Rhythm and Sentica. 

Owned and raced by Bert Burbol, Rock'n 
Rollick was bred by Glade Valley Farms. 
Burbol purchased the colt as a yearling at the 
Eastern Fall Sales of 1977. His stakes include 
victories in the Heagerty and Find Handicaps, 
seconds in the Senatorial, Dragoon and King 
Neptune and thirds in the Stryker Handicap 
and Sasscer. He was a winner at distances 
from five furlongs to a mile and a sixteenth. 

Ms. Green says Rock'n Rollick will stand 
for a live foal fee of $1,500. He is to be syndi¬ 
cated in 35 shares. 

Together Again Briefly 

Dave's Friend, 1980 MHBA Horse of the 
Year, and former owner-trainer Bob Beall 
were reunited last month for the first time 
since Beall sold his champion to Louisiana 
oilman John Franks last spring. The 6-year- 
old gelding had finished first in the Bold 
Ruler Stakes and second in the Suffolk 
Downs Handicap in Franks' colors. But he 
had failed to train properly after those races 
and was sent to Beall. 


Beall examined his former champion and 
had x-rays taken revealing what he had 
feared—a chip in an ankle and suspensory 
difficulty. He then returned the horse to Mr. 
Franks. The injuries Beall attributes to the 
excessive weight carried by the horse in the 
two stakes. 

Skipper's Friend, also purchased by 
Franks from Beall, suffered a fractured splint 
bone in his first start in the Franks' colors. He 
has been operated on and turned out. It is 
hoped both Dave's Friend and Skipper's 
Friend will return to the races by the end of 
the year. 

Double Zeus Hiked 

The stud fee for syndicate-owned Double 
Zeus has been increased to $7,500 for the 
1982 season. The 6-year-old son of Spring 
Double was oversubscribed this year when 
he stood for $3,500, according to Dr. A. Ed¬ 
ward Verdi, syndicate manager. 

Winner of $403,867, Double Zeus is a full 
brother to Kit's Double ($297,693) and a half- 
brother to Kits Eve (SW of $37,569).

Holt Leaves AHC 

Ken Holt, director of public affairs of the 
American Horse Council for the past four 
years, has resigned that position to devote 
full time to his work as president of Grand 
Prix Sales International (GPSI) and other 
business interests. 

GPSI is an international auction company 
formed by Holt in 1980 to market horses se¬ 
lected from Europe and the United States for 
competitive horse sports. The company's in¬ 
augural sale of Grand Prix jumping, com¬ 
bined training, coaching and dressage 
horses held in March at the Florida State 
Fairgrounds in Tampa featured entries from 
Holland, France and the United States which 
sold for an average of $22,272. 

Holt feels that Grand Prix sports are on the 
threshold of mass popularity and are in¬ 
creasingly becoming the focus of investment 
dollars. 
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"It is very clear that enthusiasm for horses 
will be channeled toward those sports that 
have the firmest economic foundation and in 
which people can realize the greatest return 
on their investment," he said. "Grand Prix 
jumpers can earn up to $75,000 per year and 
appreciate rapidly in value. With the recent 
passage of favorable federal tax legislation, I 
believe Grand Prix horses will continue to 
develop as excellent investments." 

Holt added that the interest of corporate 
sponsors such as Mercedes Benz, Paul Mas¬ 
son, Insilco, Delta Airlines and Rolex furth¬ 
er demonstrates the growth of the sport.

iVlv name is Earle Palmer Brown. I am 
president of Rosecroft Raceway, a Maryland 
race track; chairman of the board of Harness 
Tracks of America, a national trade associa¬ 
tion representing the majority of United 
States harness tracks; and a member of the 
executive committee of the American Horse 
Council, a national association representing 
some 2.5 million American horsemen and 
women. 

I am here in my capacity as a race track 
operator and representative of the racing in¬ 
dustry in support of Sen. Huddleston's bill 
to repeal federal withholding on race track 
payouts. 

My fellow industry representatives and I 
are not asking for special treatment for race 
tracks or their patrons. In fact, we are asking 
that the special treatment we are enduring be 
ended because it is so profoundly unfair to 
our patrons and harmful to the industry. 

It has been hard for the industry to explain 
to outsiders why it is so damaging to tell our 
patrons who are rightfully entitled to a pay¬ 
out of $1,000 or more that they must immedi¬ 
ately give up 20 percent to the federal gov¬ 
ernment. That is because any accurate expla¬ 
nation must be based on an understanding 
of the pari-mutuel process and the basic fact 
that few of these patrons will have a net tax 
liability at the end of the year. Despite that 
fact, the tax system makes it extremely dif¬ 
ficult for them to get their tax money back. 


and in the end their loss of income has se¬ 
verely negative effects for the industry as a 
whole. 

I cannot address all those issues adequate¬ 
ly here, but I would direct you to the written 
statement being filed by the American Horse 
Council for a complete analysis of the funda¬ 
mental tax and revenue issues and the prob¬ 
lem in general. 

I would like to take this opportunity to 
point out why our industry suffers more 
than others would under a similar burden 
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and why it is so unreasonable to expect that 
withholding would have anything but nega¬ 
tive effects on the industry. 

Pari-mutuel operations depend on cash 
flow, from their patrons and back to them, 
for their revenues. Horsemen, tracks and 
state and local governments receive their 
revenues through "takeout"—a percentage 
of wagered dollars removed from the pari¬ 
mutuel pools. 

When you take money out of circulation, 
as withholding does, you cut directly into 
the industry's financial lifeline. Not only do 
you harm the patrons, whose participation 
in the system depends on cash return, but 
you also hurt an entire industry, which relies 
on takeout revenue to support its horsemen 
and tracks, finance reinvestment and pro¬ 
vide a substantial tax return to government. 

The best analogy I can think of is to liken 
the overriding importance of cash flow in the 
pari-mutuel industry to that of this country's 
financial community. You could not support 
a 20 percent withholding on profitable bank 
or stock market transactions because of the 
dramatically negative effect the removal of 
such a large block of money would have on 
the nation's economy. On an obviously 
smaller scale, the pari-mutuel industry de¬ 
pends on its cash flow in much the same 
way. V/ithholding affects the entire system, 
not just an individual taxpayer. 

The horse racing industry" is an important 
contributor to national, state and local econ¬ 
omies. Yet it might surprise you to learn that 
a great many race tracks, the focal points of 
the system, are experiencing severe econom¬ 
ic problems that seriously threaten their ex¬ 
istence. A majority of the 30 states that have 
pari-mutuel racing have been forced in re¬ 
cent years to reduce the government tax on 
racing and reinvest their revenues to help 
preserve what they consider to be a vitally 
important agricultural industry. 

The economics of the racing industry are 
hardly as positive as many believe. Many 
track operators are struggling, and their 
problems cast a shadow over the present and 
future of the industry. 

Withholding has made the financial pros¬ 
pects look worse than ever. It has also made 
the illegal alternatives to race track wagering 


look better than ever. The excessive tax situ¬ 
ation that many of our patrons feel they now 
face at the track can have the effect of send¬ 
ing them to their local bookmakers, who 
smile when they think about withholding 
and happily accept the increased business it 
channels their way. 

If there were a reasonable basis for with¬ 
holding, a legitimate tax collection premise 
and documented productiveness, it would 
be more difficult to argue against its exis¬ 
tence. 

But pari-mutuel withholding has never 
been proven to be anything but unjust, con¬ 
fiscatory and unproductive. And it contin¬ 
ues to inflict present financial problems and 
future uncertainties on the entire horse rac¬ 
ing industry. Withholding's negative effects 
are substantial. Its positive effects, if any, 
come at the expense of this industry and its 
patrons, and in any event remain unproven 
and fundamentally questionable. 

Given those facts, I hope the committee 
can understand why my industry feels it has 
been wronged by withholding and is asking 
for relief from this unnecessary and unpro¬ 
ductive burden. I thank the Committee for 
this opportunity to present these agruments 
in favor of S. 1369. □

The husband and wife team of Drs. Mel and Lynn 
Epstein maintain a small, quality band of brood¬ 
mares on their 47-acre Worthin^on Valley farm. 
Vintage Meadow. For nine years they have been 
breeders, cons^ing the produce of their mares to 
sales either in ^ratoga or in Kentucky. They had 
their first stakes winner last July when Golden 
Flak scored in Newmarket's Foodbroker, Ltd., 
Trophy Stakes. 

Golden Flak, a son of Ack Ack out of the Nashua 
mare Faith in Gold, was purchased in utero at the 
1977 Keeneland Breeding Stock Sale. A picture of 
him as a suckling was carried in an October 1978 
story in this magazine on the Epsteins and Vintage 
Meadow. After being sold at Saratoga as a year¬ 
ling Golden Flak was never again seen by the 
Epsteins, since he was bought by the B.B.A. and 
campaigned in Europe. His yearling half-brother 
from the first crop of Dactylographer was sold 
earlier this month at the second session of the split 
Keeneland September Yearling Sale. Faith in Gold 
too, has been sold by Vintage Meadow, bringing 
$33,000 in foal to Irish Castle last fall at Keeneland. 

The Epsteins credit three people as being instru¬ 
mental in their getting involved in the horse busi¬ 
ness. Ralph Re tier, the late Burnett Robinson and 
Jim Conway helped explain pedigrees and the 
nuances of raising foals, weanlings and yearlings. 

In addition to raising quality horses, the Epsteins 
have an extensive vineyard, consisting of roughly 
1,000 vines of mainly ^yval, Chelois and Villard 
Noir varieties. Before moving to Worthington Val¬ 
ley they grew the vines in unconventional places 
in their Baltimore home. "Anything we could find 
was where we grew our vines," said Lynn Ep¬ 
stein. "We had vines in pots, little comers of the 
yard. But when we moved out to Vintage Meadow 
we bought root stock from Philip Wagner."

The MinstreTs first crop continues to gain mo¬ 
mentum. The champion son of Northern Dancer 
gained his second stakes winner in July when 
Peterhof, bred by Swettenham Stud and partners 
(Robert Sangster and partners), won the Group III 
Curragh Stakes. The juvenile colt is out of the 
Cornish Prince mare Millicent, a half-sister to 
European Horse of the Year Mill Reef. The Cur¬ 
ragh Stakes was Peterhof's second start, he hav¬ 
ing been second in his debut. 

The Minstrel currently has four stakes horses, in¬ 
cluding the stakes winner Solaboy and stakes- 
placed Quest and Le Point de Mire. The impact of 
nis first crop was clearly felt in the sales ring when 
a yearling daughter sold for a filly record of $1.2 
million at Saratoga. Thus far this year he is the 
leading first crop sire as far as the average price of 
his progeny is concerned. At Keeneland he av¬ 
eraged nearly $304,000 for 14 fillies and colts. His 
new record filly price, set at Saratoga, eclipsed the 
old record of $900,000 which he set last year at the 
same sale. 

A $200,000 Keeneland yearling. The Minstrel was 
Horse of the Year in Europe in 1977 after winning 
the Derby Stakes, Irish Sweeps Derby and King 
George VI and Queen Elizabeth Diamond Stakes. 
In September of his 3-year-old year The Minstrel 
was syndicated by E.P. Taylor for $9 million, then 
a record figure. 

Flown from Shannon to Kennedy International 
just hours before the imposition of the CEM quar¬ 
antine, The Minstrel was put to stud at Windfields 
Farm, near Chesapeake City, Md., alongside his 
sire Northern Dancer. He was his breeder's per¬ 
sonal choice to succeed Northern Dancer.

Teofilo Diaz has found little trouble selecting the 
proper races for his three talented fillies Anti Phil, 
Double Gate Lady and Count On Kathy. In a 
recent one-week span all three recorded black 
type as Anti Phil scored in Suffolk Downs' Helena 
Handicap, Double Gate Lady tallied in the second 
division of Timonium's Windfall Handicap and 
Count On Kathy registered a third in the first 
division of that split feature. Diaz, a former as¬ 
sistant to Carlos Garcia, has earned much recogni¬ 
tion since going out on his own on the Maryland 
circuit. 

The Diaz-conditioned threesome have other com¬ 
mon attributes, each having been foaled and 
raised until yearlings at Dr. Anthony Verdi's Ed- 
marve Farm. Dr. Verdi is owner and breeder of 
one of the three Maryland-bred fillies. Anti Phil. 

The $35,000 Helena Handicap occasioned efforts 
from eight 3-year-old fillies. As. the second favor¬ 
ite, Anti Phil broke poorly and trailed the field 
after a quarter mile. After six furlongs, she moved 


up into sixth position and by the top of the stretch 
she was second. Through the homelane she over¬ 
took the even-money favorite, Cherokee Frolic, to 
win bv a neck. Third was Regent Miss, beaten two 
and a half lengths. The winner's time for the mile 
and 70-yard Flelena was 1:43%. 

Earlier this vear Anti Phil gained her first stakes 
triumph in l^imlico's Hilltop Stakes, a Maryland 
Fund event. The Helena was her first win in open 
stakes company. Unraced at 2, the daughter of 
Anticipating and the Big Pete mare Pillifino has 
eamea nearly $71,000 in just 10 career starts. 

Pillifino won four races and $20,874 as a 2-year-old 
before shattering the sesamoids in her left front 
leg. Her career abruptly ended, she was bought 
privately by Dr. Verdi. The 11-year-old mare also 
nas produced the Rock Talk filly Sut ($12,212). 
Currently she has a Brilliant Protege suckling and 
she was bred back to Double Zeus. 

Anticipating, sire of Anti Phil, is a 10-year-old son 
of Bold Ruler and the stakes-winning To Market 
mare Marking Time. In 1979 he was Maryland's 
leading freshman sire and to date he is the sire of 
one other stakes winner, Sami Sutton ($125,000), 
winner of the Trevose Stakes. He stands as prop¬ 
erty of a syndicate at Polinger Farm near Olney,

Oyer the past year the horse business has been 
awfully good to Elaine and Nick Bassford, owners 
of Annapolis Produce and Restaurant Supply and 
Pine Hill Farm near Dayidsonville, Md. The first 
horse bred by Mrs. Bassford is the multiple stakes- 
winning filly Double Gate Lady, while her hus¬ 
band Nick cai^aigns (in the Double Paces Stable 
partnership) Thirty Eight Paces, who finished 
fourth in the Preakness after having scored in the 
G III Woodlawn and the W.P. Burch Stakes. The 
two Bassford runners have earned nearly 
$225,000. Considering the Bassfords own just 10 
horses between them, they have done remarkably 
well. 

Whenever Double Gate Lady runs, Mrs. Bassford 
is there to watch. One race which doesn't appear 
in the past performances nearly finished her ca¬ 
reer. Her owner recalled, "She was in a race at the 
Meadowlands and the gate was slow to open. The 
filly in the stall beside her became fractious and it 
upset her. Frightened, she reared up and cut her¬ 
self. The vets scratched her from the race. Luckily, 
the cut was superficial, requiring a few stitches— 


that's all. But if did set her training back several 
weeks. She's fine now and ready to run." 

Affirming her owner's statement. Double Gate 
Ladv adaed her fourth stakes decision in the sec¬ 
ond division of Timonium's Windfall Handicap. 
Breaking alertly, the 3-year-old daughter of Grot¬ 
on and Scorcher gained the pace shortly after the 
start and opened up a four-length advantage after 
three furlongs. Through the stretch run she held 
off the fast closing Play It Now to win by two 
lengths. Third, a length behind Play It Now, was 
Countess Linda. The winner's time for the about 
6V 2 -furlong race was 1:16%, % off the track stan¬ 
dard. 

Double Gate Ladv is the first foal from the unraced 
mare Scorcher, whom the Bassfords purchased 
for $16,500 at the 1977 Keeneland Fall Sale, while 
she was carrying her stakes winner.

Including Double Gate Lady, Groton has sired 27 
stakes winners. The son of Nashua and the Bime- 
lech mare Register started only twice but won on 
both occasions. One of the horses he defeated was 
Bold Lad, later awarded top weight on the Experi¬ 
mental Handicap. Groton stands at Forest Retreat 
Farms near Paris (Ky.) and is priced at $3,500 live 
foal.

Judging from his past performances Naughty Jim¬ 
my is p)erhaps a notch or two below the likes of pro 
tern sprint leaders Dave's Friend and Ring of 
Light.

Good Time Tiger, a 4-year-old 
daughter of Terrible Tiger and the Dictum mare 
It's About Time, tallied by six lengths over a field 
of six fillies and mares. 

Good Time Tiger was foaled at the Christmas' 
Deepwell Farm, near Monkton, Md., where she 
was also raised and broken. Biff broke the filly 
himself and was entrusted with her conditioning. 
She is one of approximately a dozen horses he has 
in training. Her trip to Commodore Downs was 
her first effort in added-money competition and 
she collected black type in handy fashion. 

According to Biff, Good Time Tiger is "an ex¬ 
tremely large dark bay or brown filly who was 
slow to come to hand." Unraced at two, the 16.2- 
hand filly made only five starts last year as a result 
of an injury incurred while cast in her stall. She 
was turned out for several months before coming 
back to the races. She broke her maiden last Janu¬ 
ary at Bowie. Since then she has won two races 
and has earnings of $17,918. 

It's About Time is also the dam of the Turn to 
Reason mare Overdue, winner of $95,955. Cur¬ 
rently she has a Son Excellence weanling colt and 
was bred back to Tall Ships.

Spanish Riddle became the subject of a history¬ 
making experiment in Thoroughbred veterinary 
medicine in August, 1973. While in the midst of a 
morning workout he suffered a crushed left front 
pastern; the severity of the injury necessitated 
amputation of the foot. Treated by New York sur¬ 
geon Edward B.C. Keefer and veterinarian Mark 
Gerard, the horse was fitted with an artificial hoof, 
allowing him mobility. Following recovery from 
surgery, he was syndicated and retired to stud at 
the Virginia Stallion Station, near Middleburg, 
Va. There he sired four crops before being fatally 
stricken by a heart attack in May, 1978. 


What has often been overshadowed by the novel¬ 
ty of his having an artificial hoof is his ability as 
race horse and sire. On the track he was a stakes 
winner of $203,571 and still holds the Saratoga 
record of 1:08 for six furlongs. At stud he has sired 
four stakes winners to date. His best known rep¬ 
resentative is, of course. Love Sign, a Grade I 
stakes winner the past two years. Spanish Riddle 
was 9 at the time of his death. 

The final mare he serviced was Kitchen Window, 
owned by MHBA president Douglas R. Small. 
The result of the mating was Spanish Mystery, 
winner of Timonium's Royal Ski Handicap. The 
2-year-old gelding was sold at the 1980 Eastern 
Fall Sale to H. Steward Mitchell for $20,500. The 
Royal Ski was his first time out in stakes competi¬ 
tion. 

Coupled with stakes-winning colt Gay Chris¬ 
topher, Spanish Mystery was part of an entry that 
went off at odds of 2-to-5. While Gay Christopher 
set the pace for the first three furlongs, Spanish 
Mystery raced several lengths back of the leaders. 
He then made an impressive move to overtake his 
stablemate and draw away through the homelane 
to record a 3V4 length victory. Beaten two lengths 
for second was Squirlly Whirlly. 

Kitchen Window is a half-sister to Maryland-bred 
champion Mister Diz, a stakes winner of $327,015 
trained by Mr. Small. The 11-year-old Dead 
Ahead mare is the dam of five winners, including 
Roman Pochette ($50,195), Another Diz ($30,660), 
Robin's Mike ($28,^2) and Wine and Dance 
($9,640). She has a Rollicking yearling filly con¬ 
signed to the Eastern Fall Sale and currently is in 
foal to Lord Gaylord.

As Maryland's leading freshman sire in 1980, 
Double Edge Sword had 11 starters of which five 
were winners. Those five 2-year-olds earned 
$80,776 while winning eight races and placing in 


one stakes. By Horse of the Year Sword Dancer 
and out of the Discovery mare Jeanelou, the 11- 
year-old sire had his first stakes winner last month 
when Aspro scored in Timonium's Dancer Handi¬ 
cap. 

Aspro, an undefeated winner of two races last 
year, had on two occasions been stakes-placed. 
For the Dancer Handicap he went off as second 
favorite at 3.70-to-l in a field of six 3-year-old 
Maryland-bred colts and geldings. Breaking from 
the number one post position, he was rated a few 
lengths off the pace by jockey Phil Grove, Timon¬ 
ium's leading rider. Midway around the second 
turn in the IVis-mile race he challenged Ten Bore, 
the pacesetter, for the lead. The two dueled it out 
in the final half-mile before Aspro asserted him¬ 
self in midstretch and then repelled Ten Bore by a 
half-length as they went under the wire. Finishing 
third, AVi lengths back of Ten Bore, was Billet 
Doux. 

Aspro, a homebred stakes winner owned by Mr. 
and Mrs. James A. Bayard, is the first foal pro¬ 
duced from the A1 Hattab mare Mermayde, a win¬ 
ner of $13,400. She is half-sister to the stakes win¬ 
ners Sky High's Son and Four Bells and two other 
good winners. The 8-year-old mare has also 
yielded a Hagley yearling colt and a King Emperor 
weanling filly. 

Double Edge Sword earned $327,929 for the Ais- 
quith Stable of Elmer and Eugene Aisquith. Their 
multiple stakes winner was retired to stud in 1977 
at Windfields Farm where he has stood the past 
five seasons. Last year Double Edge Sword was 
priced at $2,500 live foal.

On the same card at Monmouth Park which fea¬ 
tured the Grade I $200,000 Amory Haskell Hand¬ 
icap was the $20,000 Drop Me A Note Stakes. The 
crowd of 21,374 was a seasonal high for Mon¬ 
mouth, and the betting reached $3 million for the 
first time in the 1981 meeting. The Drop Me A 
Note, restricted to non-winners of $15,000 twice in 
1981, attracted a field of eight 3-year-old fillies 
including the stakes winners Ruler's Dancer, Peb¬ 
ble Patter and Bannockburn. 


Bannockburn, winner of the Cameo Stakes last 
December, has won five races by an aggregate 
total of nearly 32 len^hs. In some of her races she 
has been sensational, winning by as much as 15 
lengths. For the Drop Me A Note she was second 
favorite to Ruler's Dancer, winner of the Pinafore 
Stakes this year. 

Breaking alertly from the gate, Bannockburn 
gained an early lead and extended the margin 
throughout the 6-furlong race. By the finish she 
was leading by 4% lengths and still going strong¬ 
ly. High weigh ted Ruler's Dancer, at 120 pounds, 
six more than the winner, finished second, almost 
a length the better of Pebble Patter. The winner's 
time of 1:10 was exactly two full seconds over the 
track standard. 

Bannockburn's owners, Robert F. Wallace and 
Jack Mandato, bought her privately for $15,000 
from her breeder, Mrs. E.G. Boyce, in the spring 
of 1980. Ken Sumida, the filly's trainer, recom¬ 
mended her purchase after seeing assistant trainer 
and exercise boy Timmy Boyce, grandson of the 
filly's breeder, working her at Pimlico. To date her 
earnings ($67,834) more than quadruple her pur¬ 
chase price. 

Fatal Conflict, dam of Bannockburn, was bred and 
raced (earnings of $12,638 in 57 starts) by the 
Boyces, as was her dam. Bridal Wreath (earnings 
of $4,610 in 52 starts). The dam of Bridal Wreath, 
Queen of Roses, was purchased by Gittings Boyce 
(son of Mrs. E.G. and father of Timmy) for "$kX) 
cash and $2,000 on the cuff." Nearly all the horses 
bred by the Boyces descend from Queen of Roses. 
Fatal Conflict was sold by the Boyces prior to 
Bannockburn's first race. 

Bannockburn is the fourth stakes winner for her 
sire Count Brook, the other three being Run Em 
Up, winner of the Free State Stakes, Ri^t Judex, 
winner of the Challedon Stakes, and J.D. May, 
winner of the Tri-State Futurity. Count Brook 
stands at Ray Vogelman Jr.'s Spring Valley Farm, 
near Stevenson, Md.

Whenever nationally prominent owners travel to 
Timonium to meet with their first-string trainer 
and to see their horses run they are fairly certain of 
success. A recent Saturday afternoon at the York 
road race track is a prime example. Wilmington, 
Del., attorney James A. Bayard, who has cam¬ 
paigned 6 stakes winners, and his wife visited 
with Bud Delp to see their horses Dance Forth and 
Aspro compete in the Gala Lil and Dancer Hand¬ 


icaps, respectively. Both horses won, much to the 
delight of the Bayards as well as the attentive 
bettors who cashed in. 

Dance Forth, for whom the Bayards paid $24,500 
at the 1980 MHBA 2-year-olds in training sale, 
registered her second and third career stakes deci¬ 
sions. She had previously tallied in the Bicker 
Stakes at New Orleans' Fair Grounds, where Bud 
Delp wintered last year. The 3-year-old daughter 
of Dancing Count and the Time Tested mare 
Fourth Dimension has started just eight times but 
has earnings of $55,050. 

The first running of the Gala Lil, named for the 
Spring Double Maryland-bred champion mare, 
drew nine 3-year-oli fillies. Favorite in the field 
was the Atlantic City stakes winner Play It Now, 
at 1.6-to-l. Dance Forth saved ground through 
the early going of the IMe-mile race. Jockey Phil

Robert E. Brennan enjoyed perhaps the finest 
Maryland debut ever as his Due Process Stable 
swept three stakes races at Timonium on a Satur¬ 
day afternoon program last month. Including At¬ 
lantic City's Cape May Handicap, the stable cap¬ 
tured four added-money events on the same day. 
All four stakes winners were saddled by trainer 
Reynaldo Y. Nobles. The winners of the Timon¬ 
ium features were Lumpy's Thrill, winner of the 
first division of the Deboy's Turn Handicap, Key 
to Heaven, winner of the second division of that 


race, and Icy Dial, winner of the Sailingon Handi¬ 
cap. 

Icy Dial, purchased privately last spring from En- 
tremont Stable for $125,000, was consigned to the 
1978 Eastern Fall Sale by Glade Valley Farms, 
agent, and sold to Dr. Jean R. Poirier of Entremont 
for $7,000. In the Entremont colors the daughter of 
the Native Dancer stallion Banderilla and the Solo 
Landing mare Cool Control had earned $145,996. 
With Due Process Stable she has twice registered 
stakes decisions, the two victories coming in con¬ 
secutive races. 

Monmouth Park's Dungarven Stakes provided 
her initial stakes tally, the 4-year-old miss forcing 
the pace from the outside in the early going of the 
6-furlong race. Carried wide entering the stretch, 
she made a fast-closing charge to outfinish Larla 
bv a head. Third, beaten three lengths, was Etta 
Place. Running time for the Dungarven was 
1:10%, well off the track mark of 1:08. 

In the Sailingon Handicap, Icy Dial encountered 
the likes of Phoebe's Phancy, fresh off a record¬ 
setting performance over the track, and Bishop's 
Ring, winner of the Grade II Delaware Oaks last 
year, in a field of six fillies and mares. Icy Dial 
opened up a slight advantage by the first call and 
was never heaoed in the about 6V 2 -furlong race. 
In deep stretch Phoebe's Phancy made a strong 
bid which fell short by a half-length. Bishop's Ring 
finished third, a head back of Phoebe's Phancy. 
The winner, who conceded to her rivals from 6 to 
14 pounds, was timed in 1:18 for the first running 
of the Sailingon. 

Cool Control, darn of Icy Dial, was herself a win¬ 
ner of six races and $27,736 over two campaigns. 
Icy Dial is her first foal. The 8-year-old mare has 
also produced a Fast Hilarious yearling filly and a 
Quadratic weanling colt. She was bred back to 
Torsion this past spring. 

Banderilla stood at Glade Valley Farms from 1974 
through the 1978 season before being sold and 
moved to Del-Rob Farm, near Qarkston, Mich. 
From eight crops to race he has sired a total of six 
stakes winners. The half-brother to both One for 
All and Caucasus stood the 1981 season for $2,500 
live foal. 














Grove, who was also the winning rider aboard 
Aspro when he won the Dancer Handicap, kept 
Dance Forth under constant rousing through the 
stretch to hold off the late bid of Lovely Lei for a 
IV 2 -length victory. Lovely Lei finished a neck to 
the good of Very Valid for second. The winning 
time for the Gala Lil was 1:46%, 2% seconds off the 
track mark for the distance. 

Dance Forth also scored in Timonium's Twixt 
Handicap last month. As co-favorite in the field of 
eight Maryland-bred 3-year-old fillies Dance 
Forth was rated off the pace through the first three 
furlongs in the 1 Me-mile race. Jockey Phil Grove 
then sent her to the front and she withstood Lying 
Lady's late bid for V 2 -length victory. Third was 
Hoverclubber, finishing 2 V 2 lengths behind Lying 
Lady. The Twixt provided Grove with a sweep of 
the stakes features on the afternoon, he having 
been also aboard Artful Dart, 10-length winner of 
the Gay Candy Handicap.

The breeder of Dance Forth is Dr. Thomas Bow¬ 
man, resident veterinarian at Thommar Farm, 
outside of Chestertown, Md. Dr. Bowman leased 
the mare from Boston sportsman Peter Fuller. Mr. 
Fuller later sold Fourth Dimension in foal to Ban- 
derilla at the 1978 Maryland Fall Mixed Sale for 
$10,000 to James E. Pfafman. Currently she has a 
Rock Talk yearling colt and an Ambemash wean¬ 
ling filly. She was bred back to Horatius last 
spring. Mr. Pfafman is a shareholder in the first- 
year Thommar Farm stallion. 

Dance Forth is the sixth stakes winner for her sire 
Dancing Count, who stood at Thommar at the 
time his latest stakes winner was conceived but 
presently stands at Shamrock Farm, near Wood- 
oine, Md. The 13-year-old son of Northern Dancer 
and the King's Bench mare *Snow Court stood the 
1981 season for $2,500 live foal. 


The chart notes following Pukka Princess' nose 
victory in Atlantic City's Seashore Stakes pointed 
out how close the finish was. "Pukka Princess . .. 
drew off to a clear lead in midstretch and, while 
only being ridden out through the final furlong, 
lasted to win by two inches." Trainer John Forbes, 
who saw his charge on top by five lengths at the I 
stretch call, must have had some anxious mo¬ 
ments while the photo-finish picture was re- | 
viewed by the placing judges. 

Eleven 3-year-old fillies contested the second divi¬ 
sion of the Seashore, with Pukka Princess going 
off as the 9-to-lO favorite. From post position 
number eight she broke fifth and raced behind the 
leaders for the first six furlongs in the mile turf 
race. Jockey Carlos Lopez then sent her to the 
front and, although enduring a close call, she was 
never headed. Inquire was the place horse, five 
lengths to the good of the third place finisher. 
Hear A Rhapsody. Pukka Princess' winning time 
was 1:39%. 


Pukka Princess also scored in Monmouth's Alma 
North Stakes, registering a two-length victory 
over Ruler's Dancer. Finishing third was the fa¬ 
vorite, Bannockburn, beaten seven lengths for 
second. The winner's time was 1:08%, % second 
off Icecapade's track record of 1:08. 

Pukka Princess added her fourth seasonal, third 
consecutive, added-money victory in Mon¬ 
mouth's Grade III Little Silver Handicap. Leaving 
the backstretch she split the leaders and went on 
to record a %-length decision over First Ap¬ 
proach. A half-length back of the place horse was 
Pine Flower. Her winning time for the IMs-mile 
turf race was 1:45%. 

CHvner Fred Kohler recalled the purchase of 
Heavenly Turn, dam of Pukka Princess. "I saw an 
ad in the classified section of a horse magazine and 
it said: 'Prince John mare for sale. Price $3,500.' I 
said to myself any Prince John mare had to be

worth $3,500. So I called up the mare's owner, Joe 
Terrell, of Williamsburg, Va., and told him I'd like 
to see the mare. I went down to Williamsburg and 
sort of liked her. I offered Terrell $2,500 and he 
took it. So then the first year I had her she was 
barren again. I said to myself uh-oh, it looks like I 
ot stuck. Then I sent her to Duck Martin to be 
red to Pukka Gent. She produced filly foals by 
him the next two years—the second of them being 
Pukka Princess. 6ut after delivering Pukka Prin¬ 
cess she developed cancer of the lymph glands. 


She produced one more foal (a 2-year-old by Plen¬ 
ty old) before we put her down after weaning that 
filly in September, 1979." 

Pukka Gent, sire of Pukka Princess, was unraced 
due to an injury incurred while a yearling. By 
Raise a Native out of the *Royal Serenade mare 
Gay Serenade, he entered stud at Worthington 
Farms in 1976 and stood there until the conclusion 
of the 1980 season. He was then moved to Rain- 
barrow Stud, near Charlottesville, Va., where he 
stood the 1980 season at $1,500 live foal before 
being sold and moved to Texas.

■ On the cover was Mrs. S.M. Pistorio's 
Tuscany, stakes winner of 16 races and 
$143,962. The son of The Rhymer and Ro¬ 
man Matron sired three stakes winners from 
14 crops including the 1966 champion stee¬ 
plechaser Tuscalee. 

■ Maryland's 1951 state fair, according to 
editor Humphrey S. Finney, was "the great¬ 
est state fair Maryland ever had." The 1951 
fair occasioned a new era, the track and fair¬ 
grounds having been purchased earlier in 
the year from the Maryland Jockey Club 
by some four hundred-odd citizens who 
backed Bill Schluderberg and his associates 
in their fund drive. As a result, the fair was 
able to continue in splendid fashion. 

■ Don Reed in his regular feature "The Rac¬ 
ing Scene" recalled the summer meets of the 
half-mile circuit: "Amazing success at the 
minor tracks of the state during the summer 
augurs well for the major season which be¬ 
gins Oct. 10 at Laurel and concludes Dec. 1 at 
Bowie. As this is written Marlboro, the final 
member of the minor circuit, is in action and 
the chances are that when the final figures 
are totaled, this circuit will have enjoyed 
more business than in any other year." 

■ The long-talked-about National Museum 
of Racing came into being and was officially 
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opened at Saratoga in August. Situated in 
famous Congress Park at the resort, the mu¬ 
seum was located in one room packed with 
fine paintings and a great array of silks, 
shoes, bits, trophies and other racing mem¬ 
orabilia. President C.V. Whitney and his as¬ 
sociate in the matter, E.J. Rousouk, were 
heartily congratulated on the successful 
launching of the museum.

■ Joe Palmer reported on racing activities at 
Saratoga: ''The reason, or one of the reasons, 
that traditions grow up about racing is that, 
comparatively, it stays put. There's change, 
of course, but usually a slow change, and the 
roots to the vine, so to speak, do not get 
yanked out. It is a tradition at Churchill 
Downs to have a band play that piece when 
the Derby field comes out. It is a tradition at 
Pimlico to play another piece when the 
Preakness field appears, and to have kip¬ 
pered herring for breakfast in the old club¬ 
house. It is a tradition at Belmont to behave 
as if the Belmont Stakes were the sixth race, 
and as if nothing unusual were happening. 

"A comparatively young tradition, and 
one which I observe with increasing interest, 
is the burial, every July, of Saratoga. When 
this first started I was more or less a mourn¬ 
er, because I like the track and the town. But 
now I go to this funeral with enjoyment, 
because I know there isn't any corpse in the 
coffin.

An Address Worth Noting 


These words were said on behalf of California's breeder bonus award program, 
but they apply in Maryland, too. 


The owner-breeder incentive programs are a proper marriage 
between government and private enterprise. They alert and educate 
the legislative bodies to the financial impact of the industry; how it 
generates investment and creates employment. In other words, these 
programs are excellent public relations tools for the racing industry 
with the legislature and communities throughout the state. 

All race tracks depend on state legislatures for their survival. If 
racing can be seen as the end result of a state-wide agricultural pro¬ 
gram, it will get much more favorable consideration in the legislative 
halls than it would as a form of urban recreation, or even as a source of 
tax revenue. 

Therefore, the political importance of the breeders programs can¬ 
not be overemphasized with regard to their impact on the survival and 
economic health of the race tracks.
